1. As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (1) Crawford fails to suggest or disclose any type of "on-line procurement of 
telecommunication offerings". 

2. As to point (1), Crawford discloses a system for providing multiple services to customers [ Figures 2; and col 14, lines 43-col 15, 
lines 62 ] which customers can do online purchase [ Figure 8; col 28, lines 29-44; and col 30, lines 29-64 ]. 

3. As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (2) neither Crawford nor Elsbree discloses or suggests "the web tier or the application tier 
includes software objects extended from general-pupose software objects to support procurement of the telecommunication offerings on- 
line". 

4. As to point (2), it is rejected for similar reasons as stated in Final Office action. Furthermore, Elsbree discloses software objects 
extended from general-purpose software objects [ i.e. instance object ] [ col 6, lines 12-67; and col 10, lines 18-23 ]. 

5. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to combine the teaching of Crawford and Elsbree 
because Elsbree's teaching of instance objects would allow the system to reuse existing codes and dynamically create additional objects 
in a quicker and efficient manner. 
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
